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1. On 12 Fobruary 1951, no aircraft were parked at the Rangsdorf 
(N 53/2 82) airfield. Air force soldiers were working on three 
in~line engines in front of the Puecker Hangar, the dcors of 
which were closed, No flying or motor vehicle traffic was seen. * 


2, An aircraft crate, about 2.5x2,8x10 meters, was seen between the 
hangar and the railroad line on the eastern section of the ficid. 
It was of the same shave as other crates previously scen at the 
Laerz (N 5l,/U 33) airfield, but the bulges for the wing struts were 
missing. The fuel dump in the northeas stern corner of the ficlid was 
guarded by air force soldiors.
